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3, USSR a, Khrushchev Implied in remarks 

yesterday at a Kremlin reception that 
he has at least put off, if not 
abandoned, his earlier plan to come to 
the US to attend the current UN session 
and meet with the President. 

b, Khrushchev told Ambassador 
Kohler yesterday that he had been 
thinking perhaps it would be well 
’’not to rush intd’ a summit meeting; it 
would be better, he said, if there 
could be some advance preparation 
on one or more questions so that 
agreement would be in view. Then 
perhaps he and the President could 
meet "maybe together with some other 
heads of government" to register such 
agreements,

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c. His remarks coavey an impression 
that the Soviets envisage a period of 
relative inaction while they take stock 
of the USSR's world position and our 
future policy, 

d. Khrushchev showed great 
sensitivity to the view that he had 
backed down in the crisis. He 
argued that a flexible foreign policy 
and mutual concessions are what is 
required to avoid war. 

e. The Cubans, Khrushchev said, 
do not share his confidence that the 
President will keep his word about 
not invading Cuba— a remark which 
suggests that Mlkoyan's mission has 
been something less than successful 
from the Soviet point of view, 

f. This likelihood is seen, also 
in the fact that Khrushchev ignored the 
Cuban ambassador at the reception last 
night while giving much attention to 
the Kohlers . 



4. USSR — a. Khrushchev also said yesterday 

Nuclear the USSR would end its current nuclear 

Testing test series on 20 November, 

b. He indicated this would be a 
good time for a test ban agreement, 
claiming the US and Soviet positions 
are "very close together."

He tempered this optimism, 
however, by saying the US will start 
up tests again and, that being so, 
Soviet scientists would continue 
preparations for ’’future experiments." 



5, USSR a. At yesterday's parade, our

When they saw it 
earlier under canvas, it appeared to 
have fins and to be a cruise missile; 
yesterday it had none and appeared to 
be ballistic, 

b. Furthermore it is too big 
to go in any submarine we know of, 
yet the Soviet press says it can be 
fired either from the surface or 
below the surface of the water.

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D. India-Turkey-Pakistan Turkey has given in to pressure 
from Pakistan and has decided not to help India with 
arms, 

E. Communist China - India The Communist Chinese were 
noted last night burning a huge mass of papers and 
documents at their embassy in New Delhi, which could 
mean they expect a break in relations. 

F. Indonesia Our consulate in Surabaya was attacked by 
some forty demonstrators this morning. There was some 
damage to windows and buildings, but no one was hurt. 
Embassy Djakarta does not yet know what the pretext 
was, but the demonstration was not sanctioned by the 
government .
